Painted Chamber, Monday 29. Ian, 1648, 


This day the King being withdrawn from the Bar of the 
High Court of Iuſtice, the Court adjourned , and ſate pri- 
vate in the Painted Chamber, | 

And Conhidered of the Kings Carriage upon the Sar 

turday before, and of all that then paſſed ; and fully ap- 
proved what the Lord Prefident had done in the mana- 
ging the buſineſle of that day, as agreeing to their ſenſe : 
Andpercetving what the King aimed at, viz. To bring in 
queſtion (if he could) the juriſdiction of the Court , and 
the Authority thereof, whereby they ſate ; And conſis 
deting,that in the interim he had not acknowledged them 
in any ſort to be a Court , orhis Judges ; and. throu b 
their ides intended to wound , ( if he might bepermit- 
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ted )the Supreme Authority of the Commons of England 
in their Repceſentatives, the Commons aſſembled in 
Parliament. 

After advice with their Councell,learned in both laws, 
__ mature deliberation had of the matter , they Reſol- 
veds 

That the King ſhould not be ſuffered to argue the 
Courts Iuriſdiion , or that which conſtituted them a 
Court, of which debate they had not proper cognizatice, 
nor could they, being a derivative Iudicature of that Su- 
preme Court which made them Iudges, and from which 
there was no appeal. | 

And did therefore order and dire, vi. 

Ordered, That in caſe the King ſhall again offer to dif- 
pute the Authority of Court, the Lord Preſident do let 
him know, that the Court had taken into Conlideration 
his Demands of the laſt day 3 and that he ought to reſt 
fatisfied with this Anſwer, that the Commons of England 
aſſembled in Parliament have conſtituted the Court, 
whoſe power may not,nor ſhould be permitted to be diſ- 
puted by him. 

That in caſe he ſhall refuſe to anſwer, or acknowledge 
the Court, the Lord Preſident do let him know, that the 
Court will take it as a contumacy, and thar it ſhall be ſo 
Recorded. | 

That in caſe he ſhall offer with a ſaving notwithſtand- 
10g of his pretended Prerogarive above the Luriſdiftion of 
the Court ; the Lord Prefident do ler him know, that 
the Lord Preſident does in the name ofthe Court refuſe 
his Proteſts, and requires his politive Anſwer whether he 
will own the Court, or not 2 

That in caſethe King ſhall denand a Copy of the 
Charge , tat then he ſhall declare his intention to An- 
ſwer, and that declaring ſuch his intention , a Copy be 

granted unto him. | | 
That 1n caſe the King ſhall till perſiſt in his contempt, 
the Lord Preſident doe give command to the Clerk to 
demand of the King in the name of the Court , in theſe 
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Charles Stuart , Xing of England, you eve accuſed in be- 
half of the People of England of divers High Crimes and 
Treaſons, which Charge hath been read unto you. The Court 
requires you to give a Poitive Anſwer, toconfeſſe , or deny 


y Charge, having determined, that you ought to anſwer the 
ame.

The Court approved thereof , and Ordered a Warrant
